SUBJECT: FARM LABOR POVERTY DEMONSTRATION

Farm workers, students and other citizens demonstrated this morning 
in downtown San Francisco egeinst the annual Harvest Festival. They carried 
banners, placards and photos depicting what Henry Anderson, chairman of the 
sponsoring group, called “a harvest of shame amidst a harvest of plenty”, ‘The 
demonstrators were referring to farm labor wages and working conditions. 

One sign read "1/3 OF THE NATION’S PRODUCE; 1/3 OF A LIVING WAGE", 

Focal point of the demonstration was a farm labor bus bearing a huge sign 
which said “CHEAP FOREIGN LABOR IS NOT THE ANSWER; OUR FARM WORKERS NEED A 
LIVING WAGE", 

The occasion was the final day of the Harvest Festival, celebrating 
the bountiful crop in California's farming valleys. The demonstration centered 
around the show windows of a downtown store, which depicted the 1964 harvest 
without mentioning the "dark side of California's prosperity”, as the workers 
and cetndenate anllod i2- 

A portable photo exhibit showed the living and working conditions of 
California farm laborers. A descriptive placard quoted a governor’s commission 
study: “One group remains so locked in poverty that it is set off from all 
the rest: the farm laborers.” 

The demonstration was sponsored by Citizens for Farm Labor, a group which 
opposes all foreign labor schemes because they inevitably depress domestic wages, 
and which supports protective legislation for farm workers and removal of 
the present exclusions in the law,
